The members of the Belleville City Coun- 
cil tried the experiment Monday night of 
keeping their mouths shut and letting citi- 
zzens do the talking for them. 

The experiment waa a huge success. 
Without any fighting or fussing, or loud 
talking or bad gTammar,—something de- 
finite was accomplished on the water ques- 
tion. 

The Council had been fighting for months 
over the appropriation for water. Attorney 
Charles W. Thomas, speaking only as a 
citizen, arose in the meeting Monday night 
and told the members of the Council that 
they could appropriate $12,000 or any other 
amount without committing themselves to 
pay any certain amount to the Belleville 
Deep Well Water Co. 

Quickly and without any noise the Coun- 
cil made the appropriation, which eases up 
the situation for at least another month. 

When August has passed and the water 
company presents its bill for the first three 
months of the present fiscal year, the fight 
will probably be had all over again, uniess 
the company is able to win over one of the 
“fighting five’’ in the meantime. 

AS soon as the Council was called to or- 
der Alderman Schnipper moved that the 
floor be granted to any citizen who wanted 
to address the Council on the water ques- 
tion. After the privilege had heen granted 
Mr. Knebelkamp suggested that ex-Alder- 
man Charles G. Rogers be heard. 

Mr. Rogers spoke effectively. He urged 
that the city pay the water company what 
it owed under the contract and then, if the 
service were not satisfactory, to stop doing 
business with the company. 


Believes Company 
Has Been Overpaid. 

Attorney Charles Thomas was called for. 
Ha said that he had made an investigation 
of the books at the City Hall and declared 
that there was a trail of fraud running 
all the way through the transactions be- 
tween the city and water company. He ex- 
pressed the bellef that the water company 
had been overpaid one month, but he had 
not been able to satisfy himself completely 
on that point. 

He drew the distinction sharply between 
an appropriation and the allowance of a 
claim on an appropriation. He told the 
members of the Council that they had mis- 
taken the fighting ground. T 
fight that thing out was when 
company presented its bill for water. 
der its contract it could not claim any- 
thing as due on this fiscal year until the 
end of the first quarter, on the Ist of 
September, although it had been the cus- 
tom to pay the company every month. 

After Willlam Yocum had spoken in ad- 
vocacy of public ownership of the water 
works, P. M. Romeiser briefly approved the 
suggestion of Mr. Thomas that the Council 
make an appropriation. 

Alderman Rentchler move the appropria- 
tion of $12,000. Alderman Halstead amend- 
ed to make it $10,000. The amendment was 
lost and the original motion carried by the 
usual vote of nine to five. 

There were two water ordinances ready to 
be introduced, but before this could be done 
a motion to adjourn was carried. 

The ordinances which had been prepared 
to be introduced were designed to prevent 
any connection between the deep well water 
system and the pond system of the city, 
and provided penalties for doing so. 

The action of the Council does not really 
clear the atmosphere. The fight is only de- 
ferred a month. The situation {ts improved 
only in that the water company will now 
have no excuse for refusing the city fire 
protection, provided the mayor signs the 
bill, and no doubt is felt that he will. But 
the water company at the present time has 
not enough water to give fire protection on 
account of the drain mace on the supply by 
the factories since Lake Christine went 
dry. 

The company promises, however, that 
within a few days the pumping plant will 
have been sufficiently improved to draw a 
marge enough quantity of water from the 
wells.

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MANY HEARTS MADE HAPPY 


A Ton of Post-Dispatch Ice at Third 
and Convent Streets Brought 
Great Relief. 


The Post-Dispatch’s own free ice wagon, 
the first of its kind, distributed a ton of 
welcomed coolness to the overheated and 
suffering women and babies who live in the 
vicinity of Third and Convent streets Mon- 
day afternoon. 

Convent street is the twelfth street south 
of Market street and extends from Fourth 
street to the river. 

It was 4 o'clock before the wagon ap- 
peared on tne scene. A man had gone 
ahead of the wagon to herald its approach. 
He went into courts and alleys and tene- 
ments where tired women held emaciated, 
white faced babies in their laps. In a door- 
way three wormen sat on the steps, 
had an infant lying in her lap. 

“Have you any ice?” they were asked. 

“I had some Saturday,” ‘replied one of the 
women. “I sent my little boy over to 
Sixth and Rutger streets for it. It was 
fine. We had ice water for the first time 
this summer, and the baby’s milk kept 
sweet all night. The doctor at the dis- 
pensary says the baby keeps sick because 


the milk turns.” 
Kach of those women got a piece of ice 
from the wagon that lasted until the next 


delivery was made Tuesday morning. 


One Hundred 

Were Waiting. 

When the Post-Vispatch wagon drew up 
at the corner of Third and Convent atreet 
a erowd of probably one hundred women 
and children were there to greet it. Hach 
had a basket, pan or sack. Every one of 
them wanted to be served first. The women 
with babies were given liberal pleces and 
boys told off to help them carry their 
loads home.

Take spoonful of the mixture 
into a cup and d a speck of color paste, 
either yellow or green, sufficient to give a 
delicate tint. inse a pineapple or other 
fancy earthenware mold in cold water, then 
fill the design in the bottom of the mold 
with the tinted blancmange, keeping the re- 
mainder hot in the double boiler.

There should be as many places of 
refuge for the maimed and stricken as 
there are places of detention for evil-doers 
—as many dispensaries as police stations. 

The two branch dispensaries established 
so far have proved the system of which 
they are part and the beginning to be cor- 
rect. They have been of great service to 
individuals and a saving to the community. 

In the tangle of human epdeavors in a 
city like ours, there is ever more or less 
danger to life and limb. The machinery of 
industry, the means of transportation, the 
vagaries of the drunken sot, the cowardly 
activity of the footpad may at any time 
call for a victim from any rank in life. 
The life of the man of Great affairs, the 
life of the little child, the life at the frayed 
edge of humanity, all alike, is often saved 
by the prompt and efficient assistance af- 
forded at these dispensaries. The more 
such institutions are scattered over the 
city, therefore, the more prompt such as- 
sistance will be in individual cases, where 
often a few minutes turn the scale from 
temporary to permanent disability, from life 
to death. 

But apart from ethics, of the prompt- 
ings of humanity, these dispensaries serve 
a very useful purpose in the city’s economy. 

It is cheaper to treat cases of sickness 
and injury at a dispensary, when practi- 
cable, than in a hospital. 

If several dispensaries are scattered over 
the city many more cases can be treated as 
externes, as patients who reside at their 
homés during treatment, than if th had 
to be transported or would have to travel 
miles to one central establishment. Many 
more than under the present system would 
in that case have to housed, fed, 
clothed and nursed at the city’s expense. 
It is difficult to tmagine :the state of af- 
fairs at the City Hospital, for instance, if 
during the last five years the two branch 
dispensaries already established had not 
thus ropeves the congestion there in a very 
decid manner. 

For these and other reasons it would be 
folly not to support and to devel these 
externe departments of our health

South Dakota Bank.

NEW YvcuRK, July B.—William Austin of 
Hill City, S. D., hoped to be a new corn 
king today. That he failed is due to the 
vigilance of New York and Chicago brok- 
ers who, had they executed his orders, 
would have sold the enormous total of 
1,850,000 bushels for Mr. Austin’s account. 

The westerner hoped for a drop in the 
market and had there been a downward 
fluctuation with him on the short side ol 
the market, he would have harvested a 
fortune. There was a drop, but he faileu 
to gain by it. While Mr. Austin’s expecta- 
tions were great, he expected to accom- 
plish too much on very little. Although each 
order to the New York firms as well as 
those in Chicago was accompanied by 
check, the bank in Omaha, Neb., on which 
the most of them were drawn, declared he 
did not have as much as $1000 on deposit 
there. . 

The brokers think he was trying 
“buck” the market by a bold bluff; that he 
hoped to acquire a fortune on practically 
no investment. As one expressed it, he 
was ‘‘gambling on wind.’

NO FEAR OF THE PLAGUE. 


Sanitation Will Not Permit Its Spread 
in This Country. 

NEW YORK, July 30.—The possibility of 
the spread of bubonic plague throughout 
the American continent heving been dis- 
cussed as a probability by Dr. Walter 
Kemster of Milwaukee, Wis., has brought 
out adverse opinions from a number of 
New York physicians. They condemn the 
views of Dr. Kemster as alarmist and cal- 
culuted to cause a panic, though the fact 
that he spent some tim® abroad studying 
the origin and spread of plagues, under the 
llarrison administration, gives added 
weight to his statement to the effect that 
there is danger under existing sanitary 
conditions and unless immediate m2eas- 
ures are taken to stamp it out. 

Dr. A. H. Doty, health officer of the 
por’ sald that while the plague might 
»© destructive to people in India, the con- 
ditions were different here. In India peo- 
ple slept with rats and vermin. In the 
last three years the plague had been in 
Rio Janeiro, Lisbon and San Francisco, but 
there had been at any cf 
these places, 

Dr. Doty deciared he had no fear what 
ever of the plague gaining any foothold 
ere.

GUNS TRAINED ON ALL SIDES.

THESE MEN ARE PRISONERS AND 


GUARDED AS DANGEROUS. 


But They Are Mostly Old Men and 
Boys and Have No Hope of 
Escape, Even If Near 
America.

HAMILTON, Bermuda, July 20.—The 2300 

Boer prisoners daily expected to arrive in 
Bermuda on the steamers Montrose and 
Ranee will be quartered on Tucker's and 
Morgan Island, in Great Sound, opposite 
the city of Hamilton. The entire areas of 
the isles on which these men and their 
ruard will be encamped is less than sv 
ucres.

SCHLEY SHOT THE COREAN 


His Record in the 1871 Corean Expedi- | 


tion Highly Creditable to the 
Rear-Admiral. 


WASHINGTON, July 30. 
of the Corean expedition 
which Rear-Admiral W. 8S. Schiey, 
lieutenant commander, took part, 
been resurrected. 

The expedition was 
the forts which had 
party and the ships which were taking 
United States Minister Low to Corea to 
negotiate a treaty with the Chinese au- 
thorities. 

A party of sailors 
landed, and, after a difficult march over 
an almost impassable country, the forts 
were assaulted and captured June ¥ ani 1. 

Five forts were captured and aestroyed, 
50 battle flags taken and 481 pieces of ar- 
tillery fell into our hands. Upward oi two 
hundred and forty Coreans were killed and 
a few captured. 

Schley was an active participant in the 
operations. lie came directly under the 
command of Commander L. A. Kimberly. 
who comanded the Benicia during the ex- 
pedition, and who is one of the officers to 
serve on the Schley court «of inquiry. fn 
one part of his description of the assault 
on the citadel Commander Kimkcrliy, ad- 
dressing the secretary of the navy in an 
official report, said: 

‘The citadel was captured. but dearly so, 
as the gallant and brave McKee, the first to 
enter over the parapet. fell mortally wound- 
ed with two wounds: he has since died, and 
the navy has lost one of her bravest and 
noblest sone. LAeutenant-Commander Schley 
was the next officer in the fort and killed 
ihe Corean who wounded McKee.”’ 

In making hts recommendations to the 
department, Commander Kimberly said of 
Schley: 

“To Lieutenant-Commander W. 8. Schley 
belongs the credit of organizing the expedi- 
tion and carrying out the several details, 
which went far to prevent confusion and 
induce success. His arrangement of the 
boats, his superintendence of the various 
labors on shore. in destroying the guns and 
forts, encouraging the men and _ “setting 
them a brave example, in being the second 
in the fort with its storming, and being in 
readiness at all times to render assistance 
where most needed, render praise unnces- 
sary. The facts of his labors and actions, 
judgment and system, speak for them- 
selves. [ commend him to your notice.”’

CANTON, O., July 30.—There is a small- 
pox war on between citizens of Waynes- 
bure and Magnolia, two towns about 16 
miles south of this place. The culmination 
has been the sending to the mayor of 
Waynesburg a letter containing a threaten- 
ing note and also a package said to hold 
scales from a smallpox patient. 

A week and a half ago several laborers 
near Magnolia became ill of smallpox. A 


been six or seven cases of smalipox out- 
side of camp. 

Waynesburg people decided to quarantine 
their town against comers from Magnolia. 
Magnolla citizens refused to obey the quar- 
antine. As a resvit some of Magnolia resi- 
dents were arrested and fined. This caused 
lli-feeling between the towns. This morn- 
ing’s mail brought to Mayor Charles Stands | 
of Waynesburg a government envelope 
with a l-cent stamp. A note inside said 
that as the mayor wanted to see some 
smallpox, samples were enclosed. A small 
package of pink tissue paper was found to 
contain the smallpox virus. Mayor Stands 
promptly burned the package. 

The postoffice authorities have been noti- 
filed and an inspector is likely to have busi- 
ness down in Magnolia soon.

WASHINGTON, July 90.—The news dis- 
patches of Col. Abel Murillo’s arrest by the 
Colombian authorities at Cartagena, on 
board the Hamburg-American steamer,

notice, for the established rules of inter- 
national law Angee: the status of a 
merchant vessel are too well recognized by 
maritime nations to excite much attention. 

The extra-territoriality of a national 
warship is usually respected, but a foreign 
merchant vessel of whatever nationality is 
subjected to the laws of any port she hap- 
pens to visit and cannot affo 
a citizen of her own nationality, 
mention a citizen of the nation in whose 
agg | tear the vessel is témporarily found.

The appointment of the committee on fine 
arts with Isaac W. Morton as chairman

The name mentioned most frequently in 


ing. The resolution to strike, which re- 
ceived the unanimous indorsement of 
every delegate to the federation, was short, 
but its effect will be'\to cause a temporary 
paralysis of the shipping business of San 
Francisco such as has not been known 
before. It re&ds as follows: 

“The full membership of the City Front 


Federation refuses to work at the docks of 
San Francisco, Oakland, Port Costa and 
Mission Rock. .The steamers Bonita and 
Walla Walla, wtih mail and passengers, 
now in the stream, will be allowed to go 
to sea.”’ 

The meeting of the federation was a long 
one and there was much heated argument 
but when the resolution came to a vote 
every delegate present voted in favor of 
the strike. The following 14 unions were 
represented, comprising all the workers on 
the water front: 

Saliors’ union of the Pacific, four local 
unions of longshoremen, marine firemen, 
Brotherhood of Teamsters, Ship and 
Steamboat Joiners, porters, packers, ware- 
housemen, ship clerks, pile drivers and 
bridge builders, hoisting engineers, steam 
and hot water fitters and coal teamsters. 

This action, which is a direct outcome 
of the lockout of the teameters, wil! have 
for its immediate effect the cessation of 
all labor in and about the great docks 
of the city about San Francisco bay. The 
Sand Teamsters’ Union and the Oakland 
Teamsters’ Uniton also oniered a strike. 
This will make a total of over 2.000 unton 
workmen who have stopped their labor 
since the middle of May last, divided as 
follows: 

City Front Federation, comprising 14 or- 
ganizations, 15.000 men; machinists and 
iron workers, 7000; cooks and walters, 1500; 
sand teamsters, 600; Oakiand teamsters, 
1000; total number of men out, 26,000. 

The tie-up will be complete if the plans 
of the labor unlons are successful. They 
hope to stop the loading ana even to pre- 
vent the moving of ships that are now 
almost ready for departure. Unless the 
proprietors and managers are able to se- 
cure sufficient nonunion help to load and 
man their vessels, the strike will practl- 
cally mean the closing of the port and the 
suspension of business in the wholesale 
and manufacturing sections of San Fran- 
cisco and Oakiand.
